"Preventive justice" has as great 


possibilities 
as

cine,' 'Dean Roscoe Pound' of the 
Harvard law school, a. former at- 
torney and 
professor 
of Lincoln, 


told members of the Lancaster 
County Bar 
association 
at 
the 


Grand hotel. Monday-evening. 'This 
•was Dean Pound's first appearance 
here on his present visit, which he 
has made to address the Nebraska 
Historical society Tuesday evening. 


A little of the ingenuity for which 


America is famed but which she 
seems to have disregarded in the 
matter of law must be applied by 
trained minds if extant legal prob- 
lems are solved, the speaker assert- 
ed. It is all, right at most times to 
believe that 
a 
law maker 
must 


merely formulate the will of the 
people, 
but 
when 
great 
social 


changes occur, he must drop this 
doctrine and do real creative work. 
A layman's "common sense," that 


quality which many seem to believe 
could solve the whole problem of 
law making and enforcement, came 
in for a rap at the .hands of Dean 
Pound. Many of the abuses which 
the administration of justice -suttee 
today can be traced. to the applica- 
tion of such common sense of the 
past, -he said. These matters call 
not for common sense of the com- 
mon man, but for the uncommon 
sense of the trained man. 
If the lawyers are unwilling to 


change law themselves, Dftan Pound 
warned, the legislative steam roller 
will level good and bad alike, form- 
ulate a code as was done in ISew 
York. and cause all sorts of trouble. 
Says Rules Must Change; — 
"Rules of law must change and 


need to change," the speaker went 
on. "If anyone thinks the social fab- 
ric is endangered even,' time law 
is changed, let him read the early 
statute books of Nebraska. 
That statement seemed to fix the 


attention of the audience, and Dean 
Pound went on to mention the in- 
troduction of juries instead of trial 
by battle, liberalization of the com- 
mon law by equity,

lawyers took the losing side.

the frozen region, some taken from 
airplanes, as well as pictures 
of 
the ships and shore views' on the 
voyages ' both going and returning., 
MacMllIan's illustrated' 
lecture 


on the far north was the high spot 
o) the junior league series a year 
ago, and this one furnished even 
greater pleasure to those who heard 
the explorer and saw his pictures. 
He announced his purpose to start 
next June on another trip, and if 
he comes back again to Lincoln to 
tell about it there is going to b« a 
big crush at the door.

ic scenes 
photographed 
from a 
height of several thousand 
feet

REORGANIZING GOVERN- 


MENT. 


Congressman Davey has introduced a bill in con- 


gress giving President Coolidge authority to reorgan- 
ize the government service and providing1 for the 
removal of unnecessary and useless government em- 
ployes, officials, divisions, bureaus and commissions, 
and providing for the temporary appointment-of an 
advisory reorganization board. 


Its need cannot be denied. 
Government at Washington has grown enormously 


in the last quarter of a century under the impetus 
of a crystalized sentiment which 
until 
recently 


wanted to transfer many of the recognized powers of 
the state to the federal 
branch. 
Thousands 
and 


thousands of employes have been added to the salary 
rolls. New boards, bureaus and commissions with 
regulatory and supervisory powers have sprung up 
overnight. 
It was inevitable 
that in the 
natural 


course of events there would be endless duplication 
of activities, with a resultant wasted effort and need- 
less expense. 


The governmental accumulation at Washington has 


been a slow growth over a long period of years. 
Back in 1910 Senator Aldrich made the statement 
that If he were permitted to do so he would undertake 
to run the government for $300,000,000 less a year 
than was then being expended. If that were true, 
then, and no one challenged the statement, Congress- 
man Davey asserts that it would be possible to save 
three times as much. There were 140,000 less civilian 
empoyes of the government then. The appropriations 
were $786,294,797 as against $2,615,871,791.55, exclusive 
of the amounts appropriated for interest and princi- 
pal on war bonds. In other words the running ex- 
penses of government increased over threefold. 


Every effort of President Coolidge to curtail es- 


tablished agencies of government has failed, so far 
as abolition and elimination are concerned. He has 
succeeded in preventing the establishment of new 
departments. He has restricted those already in ex- 
istence to bare needs. But he has found it impossi- 
ble to do away with any of those already established 
for his hands have been tied by congress. 


* * * 


Congress has refused to entrust President Coolidge 


with the reorganization of government because it 
mistrusts him. 


It has on a score of occasions refused to approve 


his appointments to high governmental positions. At 
the present time two of his selections for the inter- 
state commerce commission are under fire and their 
confirmation is doubtful. 
At the last session Mr. 


Coolidge's first appointment for the post of attorney 
general -was rejected. 
It has been a continuous dog 


fight between tho president 
and the members of 


congress and in the great majority of cases the legis- 
lative branch of government has come out victorious. 


The explanation of this strange conflict is best re- 


vealed in some of the mutterings now being1 heard In 
congress. There have been charges that tho inter- 
state commerce commission has been packed with 
men who share Mr. Coolidge's own political opinions. 
It is supposedly a nonpartlsan board, engaged in the 
performance of a task which bears little or no rela- 
tion to politics. It is supposed to represent every 
section of the country. The same situation exists as 
to the tariff commission. The first chairman of that 
body in New York City recently created a stir by 
declaring: that the tariff commission had ceased to be 
a nonpartlsan body. It has been packed -with men, 
he charged, whoso views were known in advance and 
whoso opinions coincided with those of the president. 


A large majority of all of the federal employes are 


under civil service. They are not supposed to be sub- 
ject to political influence. It is because congress is 
fearful that President Coolidge will take a parti- 
san attitude in the dismissal of governmental em- 
ployes in unnecessary departments that it fails to 
take a step which it should take. It is the entire coun- 
try which suffers because the maintenance of many 
of these agencies involves a burden which should not 
be placed upon the taxpayers. 


THE UNGRATEFUL SOUTH. 


Our pessimistic senator, George W. Norris, isn't 


going: to play any more in the Muscle Shoals game 
because, he says, the people of the south haven't tak- 
en any Interest in his valiant efforts to save fiem 
from the water power dragon's greedy inaw and he 
doesn't consider it worth while to try to force some- 
thing on them which they seem to care nothing about. 


Mr. Norris is quite right. If the folks down in Dix- 


ie can't appreciate his service? as their champion j 
and are so indifferent as to let him carry on the bat- 
tle single-handed, what's the use? A man can't be 
expected to keep on putting In all his time holding 
back the cohorts of monopoly when those for whom 
he is making the fight don't show any concern in 
whether he gets licked or not. 


So George has quit. That's that Those unappre- 


ciative southerners can go hang hereafter. He'll find 
something else to engage his parliamentary prowess. 


If a suggestion from his home state might be in 


order, there are a few things affecting Nebraska and 
Its people that Senator Norris could devote himself 
to, now that he has unburdened himself of Muscle 
Shoals. First and foremost of these is the develop- 
ment of the Missouri river as an inland •waterway. 
Next, the opening of a channel for seagoing vessels 
through the St lAwrence into the great lakes. Also 
doing all he can to prevent eastern multimillionaires 
from petting nearly all the plums in the tax reduc- 
tion pudding. 


Instead of turning' his attention to these things, 


which are of real and vital Interest to the people who 
elected him, Mr. Norris appears to have already tak- 
en up a new love, after casting oft the old, and given 
Nebraska the cold shoulder again. Press dispatches 
report, simultaneously with his 
swearing off 
on 


Muscle Shoals, that he made a speech In the senate 
defending the right of an 
appointed senator from 


North Dakota to take his seat. It was a clean, jump 
from south to north, right over Nebraska's head. 


Next thing we hear, George will probably be lead- 


ing a grand charge In behalf of Smith Brookhart 
when the republican old guard undertakes to throw 
the latter out of the senate. Anything that doesn't 
pertain to Nebraska interests him. 


It la unofficially reported from Washington that 


Mr. Norris intends to give up his own position as 
chairman of the senate committee on agriculture for 
the reason that it holds his nose down too close to 
the grindstone and doesn't leave him enough time 
for other things. 
What, Is agriculture, anyway? 


Nothing but scraping the dirt around making crops 
(row, milking cow*, raising hogs, and such humdrum. 


occupations. 
A senator can't bother himself with 


such plfflish details. 


And after this congressional session is over, no 


doubt, Mr. Norris will hie himself off to Wisconsin to 
seek tho cool retreat of his summer lodge amid the 
lakes and woods, while the folks who stay in Ne- 
braska continue to do all the chores on his political 
homestead. 


WHAT ONE FARM YIELDS. 


One of Lincoln's most prominent 
and 
widely- 


known lawyers contributed his bit'to the discussion 
of agricultural problems in a conversation with a 
group of friends Monday evening: 


"I own a farm of 480 acres eight miles south of 


Lincoln," he said. "It is farmed on a share and share 
arrangement by a tenant,*! receiving two-fifths and 
the tenant three-fifths of the crops raised. I keep 
a, set of books and after all taxes had been paid, and 
necessary upkeep and repairs, my net share of the 
proceeds last year was $4,989.42. That is a net re- 
turn of nearly $10 an acre on land which I bought 
approximately twenty-ljive years ago, the cheapest at 
$29 an acre and the highest' at $50. 


"My tenant made in the neighborhood of $10,000. 


In addition to receiving 50 per cent more on the grain 
crops, he raised a large nurfiber of chickens, kept 
a number of cows and sold a 
very 
considerable 


amount of milk, butter and eggs. He raised a big 
drove of porkers and fed a nice bunch of cattle. He 
had no complaint to make on farm prices. He was 
tickled to death with the results of his year's work 
a!hd if they will leave him alone for four or five 
years he will be independent. 


In his travels over the state, and his business takes 


him to most sections of Nebraska, the lawyer said 
that he had yet to encounter the first farmer who 
was complaining. The men he had talked with were 
satisfied and extremely confident of the future, he 
said. 


The experience of this Lincoln lawyer and farm 


owner tallies very closely with what we believe to be 
the true condition in Nebraska. 
The farmers are 


not kicking about prices. They almost without ex- 
ception feel they have had two fairly 
satisfactory 


years and are making progress. That was the keynote 
of the meetings of Organized Agriculture in this city 
last week. Nearly 1,500 farmers attended those ses- 
sions and listened to discussions of farm problems. 
They were primarily interested in the matters of 
farm management, crop rotation, improved seed and 
all of the details of their business. They were but 
mildly inteersted in the political phases of the ques- 
tion. 


This outcry comes very largely from those who 


are not actually engaged in farming. It comes from 
the politician, the bankers of Iowa, the real estate 
promoter and in some instances from those who load- 
ed themselves up too heavily on high-priced land. 


The man who did not extend himself too greatly: 


who after the drastic deflation period set himself 
immediately to the task of beating back and who has 
paid attention to his business is not kicking. He may 
not have made as much money as the tenant farmer 
south of Lincoln but the testimony of dozens of them 
is that they did make a fair return.

George Washington University finds it necessary 


to expel the editor of a college publication because 
the head of the institution found the contents of the 
magazine too snappy. In reply the editor set forth 
that an earlier issue had been suppressed because 
"it offended the esthetic taste of some of our mid- 
Victorians." 
Youth has been very sure of itself in 


recent years. It has talked with the wisdom of years. 
The experience through which George 
Washington 


has just passed is one which has been common in 
many of the educational institutions of the country. 
Papers and magazines have been frequently sup- 
pressed because youth has either attempted to pass 
judgment upon its elders or because it has been too 
expressive in its interpretation of life. 


Certainly the elders do not object 
because of 


•wounded pride or hurt feelings. They have an inter- 
est in youth. An evidence of that is found in the 
innumerable Parent organizations which have come 
into existence in this country. 
As against the au- 


tomobile, the movie and the hundred other distrac- 
tions of present-day life, the parents are endeavoring 
to get acquainted with the youth of today. They arc 
trying to make chums and confidants of the boys and 
ihe girls in thp. fpar that unless thpy succeed 811 will 
be lost. Perhaps this reawakened Interest in. 
'the 


youth of today is all wrong. Perhaps he should bo 
allowed to go his own •way and after he has burned 
limself out he should be allowed to beat his own way 
Dack. But the fathers and mothers of today realize 
:hat their boys and their girls have an infinitely more 
complicated problem to face than the youngsters of 
yesterday because 
sex has 
been 
stripped of Its 


coverings and frankness has replaced what we have 
successively called modesty and prudishness. 


It has always been true that youth has rebelled 


against discipline. We suppose that the cave dwel- 
lers found it necessary to spank their youngsters in 
order to compel obedience. In. the earlier years in 
this country and until more recently the strap was 
always an imposing appendage of every household. 
So youth then as youth today had ideas of its own 
and it wanted to put 
them' into 
execution. The 


teachers in the schools find it increasingly difficult 
to curb flaming youth and to prevent it from de- 
stroying itself. 
The fathers anjj the mothers find 


it doubly hard to prevent youth from doing things 
which they know It should not do. The fight is just 
as necessary today as It was a hundred years ago. 
The suppression of a few college papers is but inci- 
dental. "What we actually need is a few more old- 
fashioned spankings.

INGROWING EFFICIENCY. 


Efficiency was Bunker's creed;

YOU'LL EXERCISE AFTER READING THIS. 


So far,* in our reducing course, we have talked only of ''Peterlzing," 


—the followers' new term- for counting- calories—and limiting the calor- 
ies to less than we need (being careful, of course, that the calories we 
do take contain the needed elements for our proper functioning. I'm 
presuming that you have a good text book on diet, giving the caloric 
value of the foods. 
Now there is one other thing that is important in any reducing 


course, and that Is, exercise. The majority of us who are overweight are 
so because of two reasons: first, we have daily consumed a little more 
food than we have need for our activities, and second, we have not had 
enough physical exercise. 
Have you thought of exercise simply as a means of strengthening 


the muscles? That is but one of the benefits. Exercise has a decidedly 
beneficial 
effect on all of the organs, and a certain amount of active 


physical exercise is important for all of us, reducing or not. Let me 
explain to you a little of the effects of exercise: 


"When mus.cles are used vigorously, the contraction and thickening 


followed by the relaxation, cause an'automatic pumping of the blood and 
tissue fluids in and out of the muscles, thus quickening the circulation 
and bringing- in fresh arterial blood and sending the venous blood con- 
taining the waste products, onward. 
This, of course, 
means 
better 


nourishment and better elimination of the waste of the cells and im- 
provement of the "tone" of the muscles (ability to contract quickly when 
called upon. 
Muscles that.are not exercised, lose this tone; they be- 


come flabby and weak. Everyone knows that. 


The physical change caused by exercise not only affects the muscles 


but the bones to which they are attached. 
This has considerable to 


do with the development of the bones, especially in youth. To exercise 
the muscles, joints are put into play. This exercises them, keeps 'them 
supple and the strengthened muscles hold them in their normal posi- 
tion. 
Exercises which strengthen the muscles attached to the spinal 


joints have a great deal to do with correct posture, and correct posture 
Is a big factor in maintaining normal health because of its big part 
in keeping the vital organs of the chest and abdomen in their proper 
positions. 


The extra physical activity of the muscles during exercise causes 


more chemical activity with a greater demand for oxygen throughout the 
body, and therefore, more oxygen has to be taken in through the lungs. 
This is the reason for the quickened breathing experienced while ex- 
ercising. 
This chemical change which takes place in the muscles—it 


is called internal or tissue respiration—causes chemical changes through- 
out the body, and all of the organs are stimulated to a greater activity—- 
the nerves, heart, brain, liver, &.nd all the glands of internal secretion, 
in fact, every organ 
and tissue 
of the body is beneficially simulated 


chemically 
as well as physically, by wise exercise. 
"We cannot im- 


prove one set of organs without improving the others, because all of the 
organs of the body are inter-dependent. 


(One 
of the reasons for the formation of gall stones is a lack of 


the trunk exercises which will automatically massage the liver and gall 
bladder and keep the bile from stagnating.) 


Now do you see why it is important to exercise? While you're re- 


ducing, unless you are vert fat (then it may be better to get some of 
the fat from around the heart before attempting any exercise.) you 
should increase your exercise. 
The so-called settingup exercises should 


be taken every day. If you have a phonograph you can exercise to mu- 
sic. Exercising to music is stimulating- and more ;fun. Or if you have a 
radio and get up in time you can tune in to the 'radio classes. If 
you can join a gymnasium and go regularly, and do your daily exercises 
besides, I advise you to do so. 
It is advisable 
to have a physical 
examination before beginning 


any severe exercise especially after 40. Tomorrow I'll give you some 
special exercises that I know are good, and you-can add others to them.

In a recent number of the "Revue 


des Deux Mondes," Charles Richet, 
the French physiologist, makes some 
strong- statements concerning the 
power of language to develop in- 
telligence. He maintains the thesis 
that ''the intelligence in developing 
itself necessitated (a necessite) a 
lanKuaRp. and in its turn, the lan- 
guage enormously developed the in- 
telligence." 


Indeed he says that "the grateful 


language' (language reconnaisant) 
did this, but I take it that he only 
intends a sentimental flourish in 
thus referring to an 
emotion of 


gratitude felt by a. language! 


According to his view Hamlet's 


contemptuous 
"Words! 
"Words!'1 


was "almost a blasphemy." What 
would he say of Pope's lines 
"Words are like leaves, and where 


they most abound 


Much fruit of sense beneath is 


rarely found?" 


The sententious Indian would be 


likely to agree with Pope. He liked 
to have words that covered a wide 
view, like his "leka" (white' for 
the mountain, moaning evidently 
"great 
white thing," or 
"great 


whiteness." So his "Manitou" (Great 
Spirit). The sentsnious Roman de- 
veloped a language that shows a 
similar tendency, for in Latin, words 
are apt to be so general and fluid 
in meaning that we. definition to 
greater rigidity of definition, with 
mors abundant syonyms. have of- 
ten to see the writer's meaning as 
the Indian saw the mountain when 
he spoke of the "great whiteness." 


Indirectly, of course, language has 


a powerful influence in developing- 
or guiding intelligence. 
It should 


be interesting- for anybody to test 
the question of how far that has 
been, or is, the case with himself. 
One is often "lost" in thought." 
When this is not mere "mooning" is 
it always or usually attended zy 
the mfntal use of words? otherwise 
put: 
Do you mediate with words 


or without "words; or sometimes 
with and sometimes without? 


M. Richet affirms that "the ideas, 


of country, of duty, of remorse, of 
justice, of truth, of science, of good- 
ness, are so complex that in order 
to synthesize them" (put them to- 
gether, or build them up), "it is 
absolutely necessary to have a pho- 
netic sign, exterior or Interior." 


By "phonetic sign" he means of 


course a word or words invented to 
be spoken, though capable of being 
used silently, or onlv thought of. 
Bxit in reality, even when the sub- 
ject is as abstract as in the case of 
the terms he cites, is it the word, 
for instance the word country, or 
duty that we present to our minds, 
or is It the Idea itself? 


You may be unable to screen off 


the word In your thought, but nev- 
ertheless does not the Idea present 
itself first?

New Trade Arbitration Act. 


(St. Joe News-Press.) 
Preparations .are under way 
to 
take advantage of the new federal 
arbitration act 'to settle business 
disputes out of court, thus savins 
time and avoiding the expense and 
bad feeling resulting- from litigation. 
Under the law, which -went into ef- 
fect yesterday, arbitrators' awards 
are to be as binding as court de- 
crees. 


Many, business concerns already 


liave drafted arbitration clauses for 
inclusion in their contracts, 
ac- 


cording: to report. Trade associa- 
tions and chambers of 
commerce 


areplannlng to set up arbitration 
tribunals to help their 
members 


settle trade disputes outside 
the 


courts. Uniform trade arbitration 
laws will be asked of the legisla- 
tures at their next sessions. 


The basis lor such measures pre- 


sumably will be the new federal ar- 
bitration law, which declares that 
a written agreement in a contract 
to submit to arbiration any contro- 
versy arising under that contract 
is valid, irrevocable and enforce- 
able in tho federal courts. Thus 
the authority of the courts is placed 
behind private arbitration, although 
the courts themselves may never 
be called into action. The law pro- 
vides that parties to an arbitration 
may choose their own private ar- 
biters, but if they do not then a 
court shall appoint them. In short, 
though an agreement to arbitrate 
is entirely voluntary, once having-

Matzen announces. Sets of questions 
in third grade elementary school 
certificate subjects and m second 
grade high school certificate sub- 
pects are being mailed to county 
superintendents from the state sup- 
erintendent's office to be used in 
giving these examinations . 


At the examinations held Novem- 


ber 21, last, 13,165 papers were sub- 
mitted by applicants in third grade 
elementary school certificate sub- 
jects and 68 papers in second grade 
high 
school 
certificate 
subjects- 


Tills means that about 6,500 appli- 
cants took the examinations in No- 
vember since each applicant submits 
on the average of about two answer 
papers at each examination. These 
papers were graded in the office of 
the state superintendent. 


When applicants have completed 


the required examinations, desired 
crtlflcates are issued direct to ap- 
plicants by the state superintend- 
ent under the new certification Jaw 
•which became effective July 2, 1925.

The new building Forty-eighth 
and L streets will take the place of

ready has been appropriated, Mr. 
Ludlam stated.

WHEN ON,DEFENSE. 


Nothing excels the five-man de- 
fense in basketball because the-sys- 
tem is sound fundamentally. To be 
sure, there are ways of breaking it 
up, just as there are ways of break- 
ing through any defense. The big 
point in its favor is that It auto- 
matically takes care of any attack, 
as each player takes the opponent 
nearest to him when he reaches the 
middle of the floor and sticks to 
him. Another big advantage is that 
in case the possession of the ball is 
gained at mid-floor, as it usually is, 
the team getting it has a compar- 
atively short distance to work the 
ball down the floor in an attempt to 
score. 
The fallacy of stationing defen- 


sive players all over the floor is 
obvious. Note the two 
pictures 


above. The upper one shows the 5- 
man defense, which is hard to pene- 
trate. The lower one shows the de- 
fense scattered. Anyone can see that 
this defense can be penetrated more 
easily, because it is almost impos- 
sible" for the players to co-operate 
in carrying- out a system of play.

TOKYO. Jan. 12.—OP)—The BlacJc 


Dragon and other reactionary so- 
cieties have sent a resolution to the 
government to take action looking 
to the recall of R. de Lima Silva, 
the Brazilian ambassador, for el- 
legedly beating up two policement 
who prevented him from 
crossing: 


the street In'front of a procession in 
which Crown Prince Hirohito was 
participating-. 


The societies and the police are 


most indig-nant over the affair, but 
thye assert that their hostility is di- 
rected toward the ambassador and 
not Brazil.

He later 
completed his education, also at the 
rxponsc of th'c state in which he 
lived—it happened to be Idaho—in 
the university, where readers were 
employed, at twenty-live, cents an 
hour to assist the blind students. 
He shoXved me his reference books, 
published in the Braille method, his 
letters from blind friends, written 
in the Braille system of punctured 
dots, his works of fiction nnd phil- 
psophy and poetry all published so 
he, with his training, could read 
them quickly and enjoy-ably by the 
touch sy.stem. 
And 
1 enjoyed 
watching his interested, happy lace, 
his quick, assured movements. Xo 
ne(<d to pity him. 
Wo pity the helpless, needv in- 


dividuals—when we have time to 
notice him. Hut human nature is 
so constituted that we give much 


more quickly to him who is Drained 
to serve or to entertain.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
12.—OP).— 


The Greek debt delegation has sub- 
mitted a memorandum to the treas- 
ury suggesting that before a fund- 
ing arrangement is made the Unit- 
ed States turn over to its govern- 
ment the remainder of a circuit est- 
ablished by Secretary McAdoo. 
The Greek debt to this govern- 


ment is placed at $15,000,000 on 
the treasury books, while the orig- 
inal credit for that nation totalled 
approximately 
$48,000,000. 
While 
there was no official comment in 
advance of a conterence with the 
Greek delegation, officials of the 
treasury did not understand the po- 
sition its memorandum indicated. 
Chairman Mellon of the American 


debt commission, plans to call his 
colleagues together as soon as pos- 
sible to consider tbe Greek debt 
question.
